Gives Son to Law 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec 2.— 


Governor James Rolph, Jr., today 
had under advisement the plea for 
a pardon for Tom Mooney made 
by Mayor James J. Walker of New 
York City and his legal colleagues, 
Attorneys Frank P. Walsh 
and 


Aaron Sapiro, in one of the most 
dramatic and colorful public hear- 
ings in California history. 


Although the governor did not 


in any way indicate his reaction to 
the impassioned pleas in behalf of 
Mooney, there 
was considerable 


soeculation on the possibility that 
the convicted labor leader might 
be granted a "Christmas pardon." 


SENTIMENT OPPOSED 


Against the prospect of a par- 


don by Christmas was the apparent 
fact that there is a strong public 
sentiment in California bitterly op- 
posed to the liberation of Mooney. 
This was plainly shown by the at- 
titude of a powerful portion of the 
state press in the past week. What 
effect, if any, this sentiment will 
have upon the governor's decision 
is problematical. 


Governor Rolph did not indicate 


hov soon he would announce his 
dec^ion. It may be weeks, per- 
haps months.

technically guilty of violating the 
confiscation law. There is no tax 
and yet it is an offense not to pay 
it. The prohibition laws may not 
nave repealed the confiscation law, 
but abolition of the liquor tax most 
certainly did. It looks like an ex- 
tremely delicate job of splitting 
hairs, if the court reasoned as was 
reported. 


-Prohibition has raised many dif- 


ficult legal questions, many of 
which have gone to the supreme 
court. This latest problem ranks 
among the least in complexity.

carded cigarette is 40 times as 
likely to start a fire as the dis- 
carded cigar, and that the great- 
est menace from the use of cigars 
&nS pipes in tfie woods is from the 
ioatches with which they are light- 
ed.
